TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Srrx,—Mr, Aiken, in a speech at Navan on 
Sunday last, made the following statement :— 
‘‘It was regrettable that there we 3° any 
section of the people, apart from few 
interested politicians, who would suppcit the 
British in their fight against the Fianna 
Fail Government, who were struggling for a 
prize worth fighting for because the money 
represented to the Free State more than the 
reparations meant to Germany,” This line 
of argument is so extraordinarily confused 
that, in the interests of clear thinking, so 
essential in a time of crisis, Í would ask Mr. 
Aiken, or anyone else IE seeks to rally 
support. to a shaky cause. bytmisrepresenting 
his oppohenta as supporting the British, a 
few simple questions. 
(a) How can a demand for negotiation, 
which is. the principal plank of the 
Opposition, be regarded as supporting Eng- 
land, since, holding the views they do con- 
cerning the hopelessness of succeeding on 
legal grounds, they urge negotiation as the 
only means of obtaining a victory over—or, 
at any rate, a satisfactory settlement with— 
the British? 
(b) How does Mr. Aiken arrive at the 
idea that this struggle is being waged for 
the, right to retain the land annuities? It 
was begun and continues merely on the 
matter of choosing arbitrators. Therefore, 
if the struggle continues indefinitely, and we 
ultimately succeed in winning this round— 
1.€., in forcing the British to allow us to 
pick our nominees from outside the Common- 
wealth—have we not still to face.the risk of 
an —unfavourable decision as a result of 
arbitration ? 
As the present position is not only im- 


mediately disastrous, but far-reaching in its 
effects, it would be well for everyone to con- 
sider these questions. Further, in view of 
the fact that the farmer has, even under the 
altered conditions, to continue paying his 
land annuities, Mr. Aiken’s picture of a fight 
between two Governments hardly represents 
the case, which looks to the ordinary mind 
much more like a case of the two Govern- 
ments fighting the farmer—a position which 
surely was: never intended to arise, and 
should, therefore, be negotiated out of as

THE POSITION TO-DAY. 


The building trage in the Irish Free State 
to-day is mainly concerned with the erection 
of new houses. In the city of Dublin con- 
tracts are being executed for the Corporation 
in the erection of several hundred houses at 
Cabra, while further schemes. are well 
advanced for building blocks of flats in the 
congested areas of the city. 

The Corporation has now set a standard of 

building 2,000 houses per year, and towards 
this end is floating a loan of £650,000 at an 
early date. 
’ £90,000 is to be spent by the Corporation 
on the construction of a sea wall and 
promenade at Clontarf, and £29,000 on recon- 
struction works at Rathmines waterworks, 
damaged by floods some months. ago. 

Large sums of money are now available, as 
a result. of the sweepstakes run by the Hos- 
pitals’ Trust, for hospital extensions and re- 
constructions, and already the benefits of 
this money are being appreciated by the 
building trade not only in Dublin, but 
throughout the Free State. 

Public utility societies and private builders 
are busy with house-building schemes, which 
are being carried out at present in all the 
outlying parts of Dublin. 

In the city itself there is activity in 
modernising shop fronts, and even in the 
suburbs the latest designs are being installed, 
eomplete with metal windows and neon 
lights.

More than one hundred years ago the 
British Association first met at York for 
the advancement of science. The years 
of its delibetations, perhaps, have been 
the busiest and tho richest period in the 
history of ‘scientific man ; but the Associa- 
tion enters upon its second century of its 
existence with the serene assurance of a 
popular cricketer who knows that the 
crowd appreciates his work for his team. 


To-day, as never before, the world ‘at 
large looks: anxiously for guidance to a 
central scientific anthcrity. In his 


inaugural ‘address last night the Presi- 
dent, Sir Alfred Ewing, reviewed the 
progress of human knowledge since that 
day sixty-five years ayo, when, “a shy 
little boy in Lis kilt,’ he was taken to 
the Association’s section of Mechanical 
Science. -From the drnamo man has 
swept through the mysteries of the unseen 
world to stand in wonder, as he stands 
to-day, before the enigma of the atom. 
The quest of truth continues without end, 
and from every discovery of some new 
relation between observed phenomena the 
world is the gainer by a multitude of 
possessions beyond the scóp: of imagina- 
tion. Yet the very magnitude of modern 
scientific progress warns its servants that 
the ultimate secrets of existence must 
evade their grasp for ever. When the 
British Association young the 
darkest riddles of nature seemed capable 
of an early solution.

‘Prison Life. 


| According to the Prisons Report for 
i 1931, which has just been published, there 
| many less p-easant—and, certainly, 


|; are 
many less .healthy—places than a British 
jail. Indeed. one of the chief pre- 
occupations of the Report appears to be 
an anxicty to make prison life still 
pleasanter. At the end of last year trial 
and remand prisoners at Brixton were 
allowed to smoke while at exercise, but 
this practice does not seem to have been 
adopted elsewhere. The difficulty has been 
that, if tobacco is allowed anywhere in a 
jail, it is almost impossible to prevent its 
wandering into the hands of those who are 
not allowed to have it. Nevertheless, the 
Report suggests that some means ought to 
be devised whereby trial and remand 


the good conduct marks of the convicted. 
Hard labour, we learn new, is little more 
than a phrase; for, in practice, this 
_sentence, as opposed to imprisonment in” 
the second or third divisions, involves only 
the absence of a mattress for the first 
fourteen days of incarceration. Referring 
to a more serious aspect of prison life. the 
Report criticises the ill effects of short 
sentences for trifling misdemeanours. In 
this view it is supported by the Governor 
o- Holloway, who expressed himself | 
warmly on the subject. Condemning the 
award of -senterces of from seven to 
twenty-one days on young girls, the 
Governor said that such terms were 
regarded by: the girls as a joke, and thus 
caused them to cxercise a demoralising 
influence during their stay. One girl, for 
instance, had been fined twenty-two 
shillings or eleven days for the selling of 
tomatoes after hours, and it is hard to 
see how she could view the imprisonment, 
which followed her inability to pay, with- 
out some degree of levity.

GROWTH OF 
LIBRARIES. 


MORE READERS 
AND BOOKS. 


HE announcement that portion of a sum 

I of £20,000, available from the Dublin 

Corporation Loan, would be expended 
on the building of a new public library in the 
Clontarf-Drumcondra area shows no change of 

licy on the part of the Dublin Public 

ibraries’ Advisory Committee, whose plan 
it has always been to erect libraries in 
each of the various suburbs of the city rather 
than centralise ail their book resources in one 
municipal building. 

In pre-war days, when a grant of £28,000 
was received from the trustees of the Carnegie 
Fund, this policy was instituted by the old 
Libraries’ Committee. ' Municipal bodies re- 
ceiving such a grant usually built a central 
municipal library, in which they placed all 
their available stock of books. Not so the 
aythorities in Dublin, who expended their 
gift from the fund in the building of the 

earse Street Public Lábrary and the exten- 
sion of the Charleville Mail premises. 

Such a system has its ris but can be 
well defended. In a growing city such as 
Dublin is a central library, no matter how 
extensive the coilection of books housed, 
could not -hope to be as convenient to the 
citizens as a number of smaller collections 
scattered throughout the metropolitan area. 
The ceptralising of municipal library resources 
also increases the chances of their complete 
destruction. The Corporation of Cork utilised 
their Carnegie grant to build a Centra! 
Library. This was burned down during the 
troub!ous period foilowing. the conclusion of 
the Great War, and only last year was a new 
library opened. 


CENTRALISED LIBRARIES. 

Cork’s new library premises and Belfast 's 
Municipal Library in Royal avenue are the 
usual examp'es. used by the critics who desire | 
to point the way ‘to the’ Dublin Public 
Libraries’ Advisory: Committee in this matter 
of céntralisation. In the case of the first | 
example, it is of interést to consider the 
remark of one who recently visited it. 

“The Cork Library,” he said, “is pro- 
bably ‘the finest in the country, being fitted 
eut In évery way as the perfect library should 
be; but .as yet there is a very small stock of 
books within.” | 

Such is not an isolated instance. as is 
proved by. the remark of an official connected 
with a well- known. Dublin public library. 


‘I have seen,” he remarked, ‘ vertain 
public libraries in English cities, housed in 
magnificent buildings, which, on being 


visited, proved to possess very inferior col- 
lections of booles.”” 

The only suggestion of a defect in the 
Dublin public library system discovered yes- 
terday by an Jrish Times representative who 
visited a number of the libraries, wes that 
they were under-staffed. The number of 
books stocked and the number of patrons 
have increased amazingly during the 
twenty years, but the number of assistants 
attached to each library remains the same as 
in pre-war days. ‘To ask for an éxtra 
assistant,” remarked one librarian, “ wceuld 
be tantamount to handing in one’s resigna- 
tion’ 

CLOSING FOR VACATION. 

Another system criticised was the practice 
adopted during the last few years of closing 
a library tor a month to let its assistants 
get annual vacation, patrons being allowed 


to use their borrowing tickets in other 
city libraries, as against the former 
custony of letting the staff off one by 


one and employing a temporary assistant. 
The actual money saved by this inovation is 
about £150, but it is-described as being un- 
satisfactory inasmuch as. it. is unfair to 
patrons of a library who, in mid-summer, 
find difficulty in getting books because of a 
sudden’ influx of a host of temporary: ticket- 
holders. Residents in Clontarf. too, when 
their library at Charleville Mall is closed, 
presumably ‘do not always relish an extended 


trenchant remarks’ to make about those who, 
from time to time, rush to criticise the 
library system through the columns of the 
Press. 

“It shonld be realised,” he said, “‘tlrat 
the librarian usually has a satisfactory 
answer to meet nearly every complaint and 
se; lom receives an opportunity to advance 


The subject of one discontented person's 
indictment. some years ago was that he could 
not find a copy of -Dineen's Irish dictionary 
in the reference room of his local free 
library. This particular work is one of con- 
siderable value, and, as a previous copy had 
heen stolen. when it was replaced the 
librarian had taken the precaution of keep- 
ing it under the stamping desk at the en- 
trance. It had actually been “there at the 
time when the would-be critic was seeking 
and would have been at his service-if he 


taste for evil literature among the general 
public. This was brought forward by a 
nerson who noticed that the shelves marked 
“ Anatole France’’ were empty and im- 
mediately assumed that the books of this 
famous French author: were being widely 
circulated through the district, In actual 
fact, the librarian had them on his desk, 
not available for general circulation, but for 
any person of culture who might apply for 
them. 

Yet: another critic brought to light the 
existence of a sectarian plot on the part 
of the library authorities. This accusation 
he based on the discovery that the names of 
clergy of a certain denomination had been 
cut from a directory. The actual reason for 
this was that some gender of begging letters 
had removed these pages, unobserved, 
a penknife for his personal information. 
“I know of many persons in this city who 


owe their position and - culture to the 
knowledge they . obtai in the public 
libraries.” said my informant. “Jt is to be 


regretted that they do not find time to come 
forward to pay a tribute to that effect as a 
change to the constant attacks of ‘Pro Bono 
Publico,’ ‘Aggrieved Ratepayer’ and others 
whose charges are so very often without 
fosadatrag, |

In a leading article 1/.e Times observes 
to.day :—Sir Alfred ‘Ewing, speaking at 
York last “night, declared himseltf the 
oldest President the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science had ever 
chosen. He described the progress made 
during his own lifetime by abstract 
physical science, and by the applied 
science of engineering, of which he has 
heen a great part, and discussed the lag 
in time between advances in knowledge 
and their moral digestion by mankind. 
The place was appropriate, because little 
more than a century ago the Association 
was founded at York to advance science, 
and to bring its advantages and progress 
hefore the public eye. The President 
could speak with more than usual 
authority on the reactions of mankind to 
mechanical progress. He was a professor 
in Japan while that country was in active 
transformation from a feud: | and pastora: 
organisation to a mechanised and capital- 
ised community. He hears at the present 
time such partial rumours ascame through 
about -the effort which is being 
made to force mechanism in its most 
extreme - form upon «the  deluctant 
masses of Russia. In Dundee and 
in Edinburgh, in Cambridge and in 
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Tondon, he has seen the changes wrought 
hy the application of technical invent*ons 
in the lives of the people in a civilisation 
that seemed settled. 


Science has invaded the home and 
altered the daily round. It has brought 
new interests and comforts. and it has 


entarred nowers of work and of play. The 
output of manufactures and of agriculture 
has heen increased many times, transport 


is swifter and more efficient, new means 
of communication have _ transcended 
eco~raphical distance. The sound of crisis 
or prosperity reverberates round the world 
almost as swiftly as the carthquake waves, 
of which Sir Alfred was an early student: 
and yet at the present time we carry a 
lead of social and political and economic 
discontents. 

The British Association, as an oreanised 
body, has encouraged the Jayman to look 
fo science tor help, but is the hope in its 
dispassionate fem per justified, and is 
science as confident of itself as a century 
avo? It might be argued, that so far 
pbstract science has done little more than 
to unsettle heliefs of at least pragmatical 
value, and that applied science had loaded 
the erdered civiliseticns of the world with 
benefits under which they are being 
erushed. Large opportunities have been 
given to research, and a large and 
practical return has been derhanded. Has 
science plaved the part of the Sabine

EFEECT OF MECHANISM. 

More and more does mechanital -production 
take thé place of human effort, not only an: 
manufactures, but in all-our tasks, even the 
primitive task of tilling tlie ground. So, 
man finds this, that while he is enriched 
with a multitude of possessions and pos. 
‘-pibilities beyond his dreams, he is in great 
measure deprived of one inestimable blessing 
—the necessity of toil. We invent the 
machinery of. mass-production, and for the 
sake Of cheapening the unit we develop 
output. on a ‘gigantic scale, Almost 
automatically the machine delivefs a 
stream of articles, in the: creation of | 
which the workman has had little part._ 
He has Jost the joy of craftsmanship, the old 
satisfaction -in something accomplished, 
through the conscientious exercise of care and 
skill. In many cases unemployment is thrust 
upon him, an unemployment that. is more 
saddening than any drudgery. And the-world 
finds itself glutted with competitive com- 
modities, produced in a quantity too great to 


be absorbed, though every nation strives to 
seture at least a home market by erecting 
tariff walls. 

How is a man to spend the leisure he has 
won by handing over nearly all his burden 
to An untiring mechanical slave? Dare he 
hope for such spiritual betterment as will 
qualify him to use it well? God grant he 
may strive for that, and attain it. It is 
only by seeking he will find. I cannot think 
that man is destined to atrophy and ease, 


‘through cultivating what, after all, is one ol 
his’ most God-like faculties, the creative ip- 
genuity of the engineer. 


BACK TO THE NURSERY FLOOR. | 
Describing the recent developments in the ! 
study of the atom, Sir Alfred declared that i 
science was on the eve of great discoveries. 
The atom, however, seemingly inert, he 
said, is mighty in being a magazine of energy 
which, for the most part, it locks safely away. 
This is fortunate, for if the secret were dis- 
covered of letting loose the atomic store we 
should invite dissolution at the hands of any 
fool or knave. And it is also fortunate that 
in the furnace of the sun, at temperatures far 
higher than those of our hottest terrestrial 
infernos, the stored energy of the atom 1s 
drawn upon, as we believe, and has been 
drawn upon for ages, to keep up that blessea 
radiation which makes man’s life possible, and 
is the source of al] his power. | 
We now recognise the atom of any sub- 
stance to be a highly eomplex structure, built 
up; so to speak, of two sorts of blocks or 
brickbats—the electrons, which are indivisible 
units of negative electricity, and the protons, | 
which are indivisible units of positive elec- 
tricity. It is strangely simple to be taken 
back. as it were, to the nursery floor and | 
the childish game, and given just two sorts of 
blocks, exactly alike in each sort, and exactty | 
the same number of each sort, with which to 
build the universe of material things. The 
blocks are unbreakable. We cannot produce 
them, or destroy them, or change them. 


THE CRINOLINE. * 

Every substance is made up of blocks of 
the same two sorts. If you compare different 
substances you find that the diversity of their 
chemital and other properties arises solely 
from differences in the number and arrange- 
of the blocks which compose their 
atoms. Those of the electrons which are | 
within the nucleus (or heart of the atom) 
doubtless serve to bind the protons together. 
The other electrons constitute, as it were, a 
voluminous crinoline, or rather a series 0! 
crinolines, extending relatively far away from | 
the centre. and giving the whole atom an | 
exceedingly open structure. 

Withm that open styfCture upheavals may 
be caused by outside agents in various ways. 
One or more of the electrons in the crinoline 
mav be temporarily removed (as, for in- 
stance, by the action of heat or by the 
incidence of energetic radiation), and the 
dtom is then said to be ionised. For a time 
the balance between positive and negative 15 
upset. But the missing electron returns to 
its place, or another, comes instead, and when 
this happens a definite amount of radiatiop 
is given out, much as energy Is given out 
when a weight falls {rom one to another land. 
‘ing of a staircase. 


ELECTRICITY AND MATTER. 


We have to realise that all matter consists 
of two kinds of electricity—protons and elec- 
trons—heki apart we do not know how. To

the eariy experimentalists. who electriiied rods i 


of resin or glass by rubbing them, electricity 
seemed no more than a curious attribute of 
maiter. Now we regard it.as matters very 
essence—the ultimate stuff out of which every 
atom.is built. 

If you ask, What is electricity? there is 
no answer. save that it is a thing which exists 
in units of two sorts, positive and negative, 
with a strong attraction for each other, and 
that in any atom you find them somehow held 
apart against that attraction, with a conse: 
quent storing of potential energy. They are 
prevented from coalescing, although the 
difference of potential between them is nearly

THE DUTIES ON SHEEP

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


The new duties imposed by the Free 
State Government on Tuesday, of 118. 3d. 
per head on imported sheep and ás. per 
head on domestic fowl, turkeys and geese 
(with a preferential rate «* one-third in 
favour of Britain, Northern Ireland and 
the Dominions) have not caused any 
alarm among the farmers in the North. 

Mr. R. J. Allam, chairman of R. J.. 
Allam, Ltd., cattle salesmen, Belfast, 
stated that the people who would be most 
penalised by the tariffs would be the Free 
State farmers, who had been in the habit 
of attending the Ulster sales and securing 
first uqality sheep for mixing purposes. 

“The Free State Government,” Mr. 
Allam added, ‘‘ also sent their represen- 
tatives to Belfast and purchased annually 
blackfaced yearling ‘rams for the congested 
districts in the South and Border Leicesters 
of a first-grade type. The business in the

NDER the auspices of the Meath 
[J Farmers’ Association a meeting was 

held here last evening for the purpose 
of considéring’ the report of a deputation 
which recently waited on. the Minister for 
Agriculture. Mr. G. W. Oaks presided, and 
about, 400 farmers were present. ‘i 

Mr, .J. Leonard, who acted as spokesman 

on the deputation, reported ;—‘ Your dele- 
ates, ten in number, met on Tuesday morn- 
ing at the Farmers’ Association offices and 
drew up a short statement to guide them in 
their interview with the Minister. . The state- 
ment set out :— 

‘** We represent the farming interests of 
Meath, from the very small hoider to the 
man who manages many. acres. We have 
come to impress on you, sir, that, no matter 
what your aim may be in the conduct of your 
Ministry—whether you intend to develop to 
the utmost the quality of our live stock and 
its marketing or you desire to increase tillage 
farming to the greatest possible extent—it 1s 
quite certain that the country will not be able 
economically to carry ont your plan unless 
the present ruthless sacrifice of our capital is 
checked, Our conntry is receiving for its 
flocks and herds and agricultural produce at 
least 25 per cent. less than their value in a 
difficult and somewhat unfriendly market. In 
a very few weeks the live stock industry will 
be so crippled and ‘disorganised that there 
will be no one able to take the smallholder’s 
young beast, even at a sacrifice price. 
Many Land Commission tenants, many of 


on the eleven months’ system, not having 
sufficient capital or credit to buy stock © As 
things are at present, there seems to be no 
prospect of getting any one to take these 
lands for the coming season. Every user of 
iand .recvires capital; under. present circum- 
stances we all, from the cottier with a dozen 
eggs, to the man with a few hundred fat 
cattle, see our capital being thrown away and 
we are powerless to save it.

TRANSATLANTIQUE’S 
DEFICIT OF £3.000,000.

Heavy losses are being experienced by 
the French shipping industry owing to 
the economic depression. Tariff barriers 
and falling freights have forced ship- 
owners to lay up a considerable quantity 
of tonnage, while a number of services 
has been suspended. 

The French Line (Compagnie Générale 
Transatlantique) alone reports a deficit 
for 1931 of 368,991,000 francs (nearly 
£3,000,000 at par), | 

In spite of this heavy deficit, which 
considerably exceeds the share capital of 
the company, the directors have decided 
to proceed with the construction of the 
new French ‘super liner, Ile de France, 
which is now on the stocks at St. Nazaire. 
This 67,500 ton vessel, which will have a 
speed of over 28 knots, and accomoda- 
tion Íor two thousand passengers, will be 
ready for service in 1954, 

The French Government is closely watch- 
ing the positiog of the French shipping 
companies. Pall

the statistical report for 1951-32 just issued 
by the Library Association. 

The total cost of the County Library Ser- 
vice during the year under review was 
£255,000, and this represents the cost of 
£4,000,000 book issues in 110 counties ‘of 
Great Britain and Ireland. This shows a 
decrease of £12,000 as compared with the 
preyious year, although there has been a 
substantial increase in book issues and ‘other 
services, 

Another fact which this year’s report 
brings out is that. throughout Great Britain 
and Ireland there are fewer than 600 paid 
servants, as compared with approximately 
15,000 voluntary workers. Of chief librarians, 
all but twentv-four receive less than £400 a 
year, and in 78 out of 110 counties the num- 
ber of assistants is less than five, the great 
majority of whom receive £3 a week or less. 

County authorities by the end of 1935 will 
have received in respect of capital expendi- 
ture (including book purchase) from the 
Carnegie trustees £500,000. Already their 
cembined stocks. have reached a total of 
3,966,729 books. | 

The year has been a_ period of acute 
financial anxiety, states the report of the 
President, Lieutenant-Colone! J. M. Mitchell, 
and there are instances in which the service 
has received a more or less serious set-back. 
On the other hand, a number of new and 
adapted buildings have been opened. The 
Carnegie Trustees, under their modified policy, 
have received, and promised grants in respect 
of, a number cf proposals for the next two 
or three years, and there is evidence of a 
progressive spirit in many counties. Conse- 
quently, though further economies are 
apparently to be imposed in respect both of 
national and of local expenditure, there is 
reason for hoping that the County Library 
Service, with its great value rs an educa- 
tional agency, may be kept in a state cf 
efficiency. 

There are 16,830 library centres in Great 
Britain and Ireland, an increase since 1928- 
29 of 2,650. Of these, 14,582 serve both the 
adult and juvenile population, 2,009 are 
restricted to the supply of books to children 
attending a particular school, and 239 are 
established in connection with institutions or 
organisations. 

The total issues for all county library 
systems were 34,831,715, showin: an increase 
over last year of 4,863,117, and an increase of 
90 per cent. over 1928-29. The average issue 
ser borrower was 17.3 in England, .10.9 m 
Vales, 17.0 in Scotland, and 10.3 ‘» Ireland. 

The total annual expenditare on county 
librarics for the year 1931-32 was £255,010, 
compared with £267,381 for the previous year 
and £197,053 in 1928-29. . Expenditure in
